Redmond Says Each Side Must Give 
Way to Settle Irish Question 
and Avoid Strife. 


LAW ASSAILS GOVERNMENT POLICY 


LONDON, Apriti 6.—By a majority of eighty 
an amendment for the rejection of the home 
rule bill was defeated in the house of com- 
mons tonight, and without division the bill 
for the third time went to its second reading 
in the house. The vote on the rejection of the 
amendment was 856 to 276. 

The announcement of the figures evoked 
louder cheers from the opposition than from 
the ministerialists, the opposition interpret- 
ing them as gratifying proof of a dwindling 
government majority. But the diminution is 
accounted for to some extent by the absten- 
tion from voting of the O’Brienites. 

The second reading of the home rule bill 
wae carried the first time by a majority of 
101 and the second time by a majority of 98. 
Tenight eight O' rienftes abstained from 
voting and two Liberals voted against the 
government. One Nationalist was absent 
through illness. Three Laborites also were 
absent, and Charies F. G. Masterman, who 
had previously voted as a member of the 
government, lost his seat in the election for 
Bethnal Green last February.

LOST AT BIRTH 


Foster Parents Bring Child to 
Court When Three Year 
Search Seems Vain. 


IS LEGALLY ADOPTED. 


Three years ago Chicago swallowed up a 
new born baby girl. Since then the mother 
hunted for her in vain until yesterday when 
the mother saw her child at the home of the 
foster parents. But she came merely as a 
visitor and promised not to speak with th 
ehild. 

The baby was born at the Mary Thompson 
hospital in May, 1911. Its mother was Mrs. 
Vida Hagen. Shelay in the hospital critical- 
ly ill. When the chilé was three days old it 
wae taken from her. 

Dr. Evan H. Griffiths of 15 West Washing- 
ton street had a patient named Mrs. Thurlow 
Crawford. She, too, had become a mother. 
But her chfid had died. The death of the 
infant affected her so deeply that it was 
feared she might not recover. Her physician 
conceived the idea of getting her a substitute 
baby. 

It was the Hagen baby which found its way 
inte the arts of Mrs. Crawford. It has been 
her child ever since. 


All Trace of Child Lost. 

When Mrs. Hagen recovered her strength 
she demanded her daughter. Dr. Griffiths 
said he had no record showing to whom 
the girl had been given. He believed the 
family's name was Thompson. 

At frst Mrs. Hagen made no great inquiry 
te find out where the baby had gone. She 
had no funds with which to support it. She 
founé work as a domestic. About two years 
ago she found herself able to employ «a 
2 * od meantime the Crawfords had given 
their family name to the baby. She was 
named Myrtle Crawferd and was legally 
adopted by them. The Orawfords had moved 
to 3080 Park avenue, on the west side.

The Nationalists, Mr. Redmond said, would 
have been glad to accept the scheme pro- 
posed by Sir Horace Plunkett in February 
by which a plebiscite would be taken after 
a certain number of years on the question 
whether any section of Ulster deaired to con- 
tinue subject to the Irish parliament. 

Mr. Redmond said he was insympathy with 
the general proposal of a scheme of federa- 
tion, but vague talk on the subject he de- 
clared was mischievous and could not solve 
the present difficulty. 

Mr. Redmend then summed up his view of 
the situation, saying that although he would 
not de or say anything to preclude the possi- 
bility of a fair and honorable peace, he 
thought there was nothing else to do at 
present than proceed with the bill in its pres- 
ent form.

TWENTIETH AT BOILING POINT 


All Chicago voting records are expected to 
be eclipsed in the aldermanic election to- 
day—the first local election in which women 
have equal rights with the men. The total 
vote is estimated at approximately 500,000. 

Commissioner Anthony Czarnecki and 
Chief Clerk W. H. Stuart of the election 
board figure that 80 per cent of the women 
and 75 per cent of the men on the registration 
books will go to the polls. 

The revised registration shows 672,807 
eligibles, of whom 455,233 are men and 217,614 
are women. This not only tops all previous 
Chicago totals, but surpasses every other 
American city, including Greater New York. 


Leisure Women, Vote Early. 

Congestion is feared at the polis by the 
election officers and urgent appeals have 
been issued to the nonworking women te 
vote during the slack hours in the middle 
of the day and early afternoon, so as to give 
employed men and women an opportunity to 
vote early in the morning and the last hour 
in the afternoon. 

More than 1,000,000 ballots have been print- 
ed and were distributed last night to all pre-

BLOCK “DRY” TEST 


det Writ Holding Up Local 
Option Election; Lee ONeill 
Brown’s Work? 


NO VOTING THERE TODAY. 


Anti-Saloon Forces in State Pre- 
dict Victory; Guard Against 
Violence at Polls. 


La Salle will not vote today on the local 
option question. One of the hottest of the 
300 wet and dry fights supposed to 
be settled at the polls today in Illinois was 
estopped by a writ of supersedeas granted 
by State Supreme Court Justice Charles C. 
Craig at Galesburg. 

The eleventh hour move by the “ wets ”’ 
which terminated in the granting of the writ 
was credited last night by dry leaders 
as a personal victory for State Representa- 
tive Lee O'Neil Brownie. 

Browne had been defeated in an attempt in 
the lower courts to have the wet peti- 
tion thrown out, after he had made a vain 
attempt to have the question of its validity 
submitted to the board of supervisors of La 
Salle county. 


Anti-Saloon League Victor. 

The Anti-Saloon league was forced to seek 
a writ of mandamus to édompel the town 
clerk of La Salle township to print the local 
option question on the bailot. Judge Haw- 
thorne granted the writ and Town Clerk 
Dillon was ordered to acknowledge the 
orders of Judge Hawthorne by 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Dillon failed to comply 
with the court order. 

In the meantime W. A. Pannek, represent- 
ing the wets,“ arrived in Galesburg and 
secured the supersedeas order from Justice 
Craig. This legal action blocks the vote in 
La Salle until the Supreme court gets a 
chance to pass upon legal pointe involved in 
the preliminaries. 

Dillon has been cited for contempt of court 
of Judge Hawthorne's order, and will be 
given a hearing at Ottawa on Friday. 


Vote in Sixty-seven Counties. 

Sixty-seven of the 102 counties of the state 
are involved in the voting today. Women 
generally, for the first time will vote directly 
on the abolition of saloons from most of 
the tmportant cities and villages. 

Chicago, Peoria, and East St. Louis are 
the three big cities not involved in the hos- 
tilities. Notice has been served, however, 
in Chicago that the anti-saloon forces pro- 
pose to make local option the big issue of the 
1915 mayoralty campaign. The fight will be 
begun this week. The plan, it is known, is 
for the saloon opponents to fight it out in 
Peoria and East St. Louis next year. 

Today’s battling is right at the doorstep of 
Chicago. Seven Cook county townships are 
voting, one of which cuts into precincts 
within the city limits at the northwest corner 
of the city. 


Many Arrests at Pana. 

Pana, III., April 6—Numerous wholesale 
arrests were made here tonight, when sev- 
eral saloon keepers tried to interfere with 
the printing of the ballots for the local op- 
tion election here tomorrow. The printing 
was being done at night in order that the bal 
lots would be on hand for the election tomor- 
row. 


Michigan “Drys’’ Win. 

Detroit, Mich., April 6.—Practically com- 
plete returns from the twelve Michigan 
counties which -voted today on the local op- 
tion question gave the drys”’ a victory in 
the winning of Ingham county, in which Lan- 
sing, the state capital, 16 located. The wets“ 
won in. one of the counties and lost one to 
the anti-saloon forces. Michigan, as the re- 
sult of today’s election, has thirty-four 
“dry” counties and forty-nine counties 
which are wet.“ 


OAK PARK WOMEN EXPECT 
BIG FIGHT AT POLLS TODAY. 


Five Thousand New Voters Plan to 
Take Part in Fiercest Election Con- 
test in History of Village. 


More than 5,000 women are expected to cast 
votes in the village and town élection te be 
held in Oak Park this afternoon, when the 
hardest election fight ever waged in the vil- 
lage is expected. 

Last night it was planned by the women 
to have representatives present at each vot- 
ing place, where they will act as challeng- 
ers and watchers. Mrs. Walter T. Van 
Derslice, Mrs. Martin H. McGrath, and Mrs. 
Charles O. Wilmont will be election judges 
in different precincts. 

A close race is expected to develop be- 
tween James T. Tristram, for the past nine 
years village clerk, for the office of clerk, 
and George Willard, and between Justice 
Arthur J. Kendall, for sixteen years police 
magistrate, and Frank Aring for the office 
now held by the former. 

Although not allowed to vote for candi- 
dates running for the office of justice of the 
peace, the women are eagerly awaiting the 
result of the contest between Mrs. Catherine 
Clark on the People’s ticket, and A. 8.

FAIR CANDIDATES HAPPY. 


Give Their Analyses of the Situation 
in Their Wards. 


Politicians are watching the polls of Chi- 
cago today in an effort to solve that riddle 
of centuries—a woman's mind. In what way 
may women be controlled when they cast 
their ballots is the leading question among 
the chiefs of the wards. 

If the vote shows that women as a rule 
blindly follow the lead of their husbands, 
the problem is a simple one for politicians, 
The old system may continue. 

If the women who vote, however, show an 
independent spirit or even influence the vote 
of their husbands, a new force must be reck- 
oned with in the future. 

It ig expected the election will produce 
some commanding woman about whom 
other suffragists may gather. 


Wives Influence Husbands. 

The majority of the wives in Chicago have 
taken a deeper and more earnest interest in 
the aldermanic candidates and their records 
than have the husbands,” said one leader 
who has been taking an active interest in the 
nonpartisan movement. 

The wives have not said a man is an ac- 
ceptable candidate simply because he belongs 
to a certain political party. They have looked 
into his record, studied the report of the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league, and informed them- 
selves thoroughly as to his attitude on all 
public questions. Quite naturally they have 
taken thie information home with them and 
laid k before the husband, who has been 
downtown all day, too busy to bother with 
politics.” 

Mrs. Kellogg Fairbank, active aid of Hugo 
Krause, Progressive candidateinthe Twenty- 
first ward; Miss Marion H. Drake, Progres- 
sive candidate in the First ward, and Miss 
Harriet E. Vittum, nonpartisan candidate in 
the Seventeenth ward, agree that in wards 
where the citizens are American born, the 
wife will undoubtedly influence the husband’s 
vote, but in foreign settlements, the wife is 
Iikély to vote as her husband dictates.

The various women aldermanic candidates 
put the finishing touches on their campaigns 
last night, gave final instruction to their com- 
mittees and went home.

The resolution provides that 8 per cent of 
the legal number of voters of any state may 
petition and have submitted to the voters 
of such state the question of granting women 
equal suffrage. 

The members of the congressional com- 
mittee of the National American Woman 
Suffrage association, who have been work- 
ing for the new amendment, are gratified 
at the action of Congressman Palmer. 


Plan Up to Judiciary Committee. 

This new amendment will now go to the 
judiciary committee, where there is pending 
resolution No. 1, which was defeated in the 
scnate. It is expected by the congressional 
committee that the judiciary committee will 
favor the Shafroth-Palmer resolution in 
preference to the first resolution, which en- 
gendered much opposition from senators and 
representatives of southern states on the 
ground that it interfered with state rights.

Progressive State Committee of 
Colorado Given New Power. 


MAY MAKE APPOINTMENTS. 


Medill McCormick Says There Is Rift 
in Democratic Lute. 


Denver, Colo., April 6.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Colorado Progressives was 
given power to fill all vacancies and make 
such changes in the onganization as it deems 
necessary, by unanimous vote of the Pro- 
gressive state central committee here to- 
day. 

This action came at the close of a bitter 
contest and heated debate in which it was 
charged that an attempt was being made to 
lead the Progressive party of Colorado into 
an amalgamation with the Republicans. 

It followed the defeat of the resolution 
proposed by the Progressive state league 
to take from the executive committee the 
power to appoint county chairmen and vest 
it in the county central committees. 

“ There is a rift in the Democratic lute,” 
declared Medill McCormick, Progressive na- 
tional committeeman from Ulinois, in an 
address to the party conference tonight. 
“The harmony which marked the passage 
of the currency bill through congress is 


broken, and cries of treason and repudia- 
tion mark the long threatened division in 
the Democracy.” 

Mr. McCormick seid the disagreement over 
canal tolls confirmed the meaning of the 
ominous silence with which the Democracy 
had received the president's recommenia- 
tion for presidential primaries. 

In discussing trust legislation, Mr. McCor- 
mick said the Democrats must either retreat 
from their position and adopt the Progres- 
sive position or they must pases legislation 
counter to the welfare of the country and its 
business, or they must pass legislation which 
is a hollow sham.”

Tlegal in Busy Street.

Charges Are Denied. 

These charges were denied by Attorney

company, and also by H. G. Austin, a direo- 
tor and formerly president of the Old Colony. 
It was alleged by Attorney Stebbins that At- 
torney Henry M. Ashton and . M. Winston, 
former secretary and general counsel of the 
company, had made the charges to compel 
the company to settle policy claime which the 
attorneys hed filed in court against the com- 
pany.

PLAN LIKELY TO SPREAD. 


Diplomatic, Cutter and Life Sav- 
ing Services Not Target 
of Liquor Foes. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—|Special.j]— 
If the Prohibition forces of the country have 
their way, liquor will be barred in army 
circles as it nas been barred in the navy 
by the order of Secretary Daniels. The naval 
order prohibits the use of intoxicants by 
officers aboard their ships, at naval stations, 
and in naval yards. The order was an- 
nounced yesterday. 5 
Secretary Garrison, head of the war de- 
partment, made it clear today that he has 
no intention of requesting Surgeon General 


on the subject. Surgeon General Gorgas 
will not submit a recommendation unless 
asked to do so. He believes, however, that 
abstinence on the part of army officers would 
be a good thing individually as well as for 


the service at large. 

There are other branches of the govern- 
ment which the anti-liquor forces also will 
seek to make Jry—the diplomatic and con- 
sular services, the revenue cutter service, 
and the life saving service. 


Secretary Bryan Sets Example. 

By example, Secretary Bryan has sought 
to stop the use of intoxicants in the house 
of ambassadors, ministers, and consuls. He 
has not issued any order on the subject, and 
to do se probably would bring no resuits, 
for the reason that each official abroad has 
his own home, as well as the office provided 
by the government. 

There is a great deal of grumbling among 
officers of the navy over Mr. Daniels prohibi- 
tion order and Kis suggested a great deal of 
embarrassment will be caused in connection 
with the entertainment of foreign dignitaries 
on board our battzeships. 


Daniels’ Action Is Indorsed. 

New York, April 6.—Secretary Daniels’ ac- 
fion in barring the use of intoxicating 
liquors in the navy was unanimously in- 
dorsed today in a resolution adopted by the 
New York conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church.

A DUTY OF THE PROSECUTION. 

The Frank case is worthy of careful at- 
tention throughout the country. The cond! 
tions inimical to justice alleged to have ex- 
isted in Atlanta may be created by similar 
circumstances in almost any American com- 
munity, and the phase of the Frank case 
which more than any calls for serious con- 
sideration, if the advocates of the alleged 
victim are correct ae to his innocence, does 
not involve the police. It involves the 
higher officials of justice. 

It i said that the normal attitude of the 


policeman, from the patrolman to the chief, 
toward any suspect is that he is guilty. The 
presumption of innocence does not begin to 
apply until the stage of trial is reached. 
Perhaps this attitude is necessary to thor 
ough police work. Perhaps if the police 
permitted doubts to obtrude unduly their 
work would relax and many guilty would 
escape. We cannot expect Officer Smith 
or even Inspector Jones to investigate crime 
in quite the epirit that Prof. Michelson In- 
vestigates the rigidity of the earth. It is 
true the citizen has ground for protest if 
because of this police zeal for the discovery 
of guilt he ig knocked down, starved, and 
otherwise “sweated” in the ostensible 
service of truth. There are limitations to 
all rules. 

Still, conceding the rough utility of the 
conventional police attitude, ought to be 
shared by presecuting officials, state's at- 
torneys, etc.? 

We should say, without hesitation, no, 
These men are of a higher training and 
legally are officers of the court as well as 
of the state.

In Eng- 
land, where criminal justice is enforced 
with a grim celerity, the prosecuting at- 
torney does not hesitate to point out to juries 
weaknesses in the prosecution and strong 
points in the defense. This does not con- 
form to the American trial theory, which 
has been called the sporting theory and 
resembles somewhat that of the duel, but it 
should remind overzealous prosecutors that 
their duty is primarily the establishment of 
justice. EXspecially where popular excite. 
ment and prejudice have been inflamed is 
it the duty of the higher officers of justice 
to scrutinize evidence with especial care in 
order that due process of law. may not be- 
come merely a hypocritical disguise for 
lynch law.

CABOT ON NERVOUSNESS. 
HERE is within us a mechanism by 
which we sense that our tissues are 
not getting rid of their waste fast 
enough, especially the waste called 
carbonic acid. When a warning to 
this effect is sent in the nostrils flare out 
and the muscles between the ribs do their 
part to get more air into and out of the 
‘lungs. We say we are short of breath. 

After leaving aside the people who feel 
that they do not get enough air and in whom 
there is no explanation of the feeling ex- 
cept that they are overworked and under- 
fed, Cabot analyzed 8,961 cases seen in 
his hospital connections. Of these people 
in whom breathing was labored, 3,780 had 
heart disease, 2,087 had consumption, 913 
chronic bronchitis, 805 pneumonia, 718 
chronic Bright’s disease, 880 asthma, and 
828 emphysema. 

Ruling out consumption and pneumonia 
because they are so different from the other 
members of the groups according to this ex- 
perience, a man who notices that he is quite 
short wind¢d stands thirty-seven chances 
out of sixty of having heart disease, seven 
of having kidney disease, and four of hav- 
ing ordinary asthma as the cause. 


~~ 
After putting aside the jaundice found in 
newly born babies and that in the course 
of blood poisoning, Cabot analyzed 661 
cases of jaundice. The chance of gallstones 
being the cause was greatest in 369 cases. 
Next came catarrha! jaundice, and this in- 
cluded the jaundice from malaria, 131 cases. 
Cirrhosis caused forty-eight and cancer of 
the liver and the structures near it, 113. 
The last chapter in Dr. Cabot’s book is 
devoted to nervousness. By nervousness 
he means that indefinite group of symptoms 
which are usually said to be due to neu- 
rasthenia and hysteria and passed over 
without much thought.

There is a certain area of the retina called 
the blind spot. Any image thrown by the 
lens on that spot alone is unseen. Cabot 
says that most doctors develop retinal blind 
spotism when they get a notion that a per- 
son ig neurasthenic or hysteric. At once 
they become unseeing. 

To prove it he cites the details in six 
cases. A girl had pain scattered through- 
out her body and a lot of miscellaneous feel- 
ings and oppreasions. She had diabetes. 
A bard working Irish woman had all the 
Agnus of nervousness from overwork and 
nothing more.’ She had consumption in an 
early stage. 

A hysterical telephone girl had hysterics 
all right enough, but she also bad a fatal 
suppurative inflammation of the kidney. 
Another had a tumor in the chest. Another 
had pernicious ansemia. The sixth case 
who felt all emashed up,” had insomnia 
due to nervousness, had a diagnosis of psy- 
choneurosis, was found to have Bright’s dis- 
ease.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


VEN if, as is probable, Mme. Calllaux 
ts acquitted of the murder of Gaston 
Calmette on the preposterous plea 
that her mind was temporarily un- 

balanced by passion and by fear of 

further revelations in Le Figaro concerning 
her own shortcomings and those of her pres- 
ent husband, she will have to face a civil 
suit. 

This is to be brought against her by the 
widowed mother of the dead editor and by his 
two brothers in behalf of his two young sons. 
who are minors. 


~~ 
Such suits for damages are possible under 
French law in homicide cases, and it is this 
thet renders French duels so relatively in- 
nocuous, since the combatants realize that, if 
one of them happens to kill the other, the sur- 
vor is almost certain to be taxed the 
heaviest kind of pecuniary damages by the 
family and heirs of his victim. 

Thus, M. Asselin, brother of old Mme 
Schneider of Creusot, having had the mis- 
fortune to wound fatally a Baron de St. Vic- 
tor in a duel fought durimg the closing days 
of the empire, was compelled by the courts 
to pay to the widow and children of the baron 
an annuity of $2,000 for their respective lives. 

Only a few years ago an unsuccessful en- 
deavor was made by the heirs of M. Asselin, 
long since dead, to be relieved of the obliga- 
tion of continuing to pay the annuity in ques- 
tion, which is chargeable on the estate which 
they inherited from him.

Some fifty years or more ago a Parisian 
journalist of the name of Horace Dillon 
wrote something sarcastic in the Nain Jaune 
about the late Duc de Gramont-Caderousse, 
who in consequence thereof challenged M. 
Dillon to a duel and fatally wounded him. 

As a result of this the duke wascondemned 
by the courts to pay an annuity of $2,000 to 
the widow and after her death to her three 
sons. 

The widow died in 1866 and the two elder 
sons within the following decade. The third 
som came to America and has never been 
heard of since. The annuity has gone on 
piling up ever since. 

Five years ago the trustees in charge of 

the estate of the duke invoked the siatute of 
imitations. But this was denied by the 
courts on the ground that the payment each 
year by the estate of the amount into the

MOTHER.IN JAIL; CAN’T GET OUT 
Creditors Refuse to Allow Italian 


Woman Freedom—Judge Who Con- 
victed Her Ignorant of Condition. 


New York, April 6.—[Specital]—An un- 
happy Italian mother has wept in Ludlow 
street jail since Saturday, while she nursed 
her new born baby and grieved over the 
plight of five children at home. 

She is imprisoned for contempt of court, 
but the coming of the new baby was the rea- 
son she could not take the time to go before 
a City court judge and explain why she 
hadn't turned her savings bank book over to 
the lawyers for a creditor. 

The law's complexities, puzzles to the moth- 
er, have held her in jail despite the efforts of 
Sheriff Grifenhagen to free her and send her 
home to the children and the husband who 
need her. Judge Lynch couldn't act, he said 
tonight, without the consent of the creditor's 
lawyers, and the lawyers declined to say the 
word that would free her.

Wants Orientals to Have Citizenship. 


The admission of the yellow race to American 
citizenship on a basis of personal qualification 
yesterday by Prof, Sidney L. 
Gulick of Doshisha university, Kyoto; Japan, in 
an address at the meeting of the Congrega- 
tional Ministers’. union in the Masonic temple. 

“Eligibility to American citizenship should be 
based on personal qualifications,” he said, and 
race should not disqualify a man. Such a policy 
would completely solve the Japanese problem 
and also the “yellow peril.’ It would place 
America right with all Asia.” 

The speaker also advocated the restriction of 
immigration annually to 5 per cent of those 
already naturalized. 

“Japan is a religious country,” he added, 
“and a three years’ religious campaign is to be 
begun that will extend throughout Japan. But 
what is needed is an international Christian pol- 
icy and.a remodeling of our immigration sys- 
tem

ITHOUT the distinction d the facil- 

ity of Mr. MoCarthy’s phrases, “ Char- 

lemange,” one fears, would be but @ 

tinted adumbration, a vague, prettily 

colored fresco, not having the body and 
substance necessary to a drama on such a hefty 
theme. With them it manages to be a discon- 
nected, shadowy frieze, embellished with the 
glitter of hauberk, helm, and lance, not tethered 
save in the names of its characters to anything 
in history's pages, and a pretty fair bit of dra- 
matic fustian for the uses of the First Actor. 
Such of the lines as we were not bereft of laet 
evening at the Garrick by first night forgetful- 
ness showed Mr. McCarthy at a random guess 
just on the hither side of Mr. Stephen Phillips 
when he writes of great men and great things. 
The speech ig graceful, not so voluptuous as 
that of Mr. Phillips; it pounds rhythmically on 
the ear, and is full of new unjaded words. The 
characters are the usual assemblage of the lay 
figures of such things, the events are the blunt 
episodes of the chronicle play. It seemed, at 
this performance at least, to fall somewhere— 
probably between the dignity of history and the 
charm of romance.

At any rate, in “ Charl eo” we have Mr. 
Sothern as a blithe soldier of fortune, concerned 
not so much with the extension of learning and 
his dominion, nof with championing the Church 
against the pagan, as with the wooing and win- 
ning of a petulant young princess, given to tan- 
trums. He is about to seat himself upon his fa- 
ther's sable throne and eat the world, when this 
vehement lady appears and enlists her parent's 
kingdom of Lombardy against him, and with his 
brother and rival, Ludovic. He loves her be- 
cause she is fierce and fair, a shrew-sweeting, an 
angel-devil, and he proceeds thereafter, though 
a rebel and v.itcast, to tame her. Miss Eliza- 
beth Valentine is this virago, Princess Desider- 
ata, and I think that some day she will be a 
fine actress. Just now she lacks nuances of fa- 
cial expression; she has no reticence of feature; 
he is loud, outbursting, and she sputters., 
Sometimes her speech and gesture do not syn- 
chronize, so impatient is she to be playing. But 
she is eager and vigorous and unafraid, and 
there is no part of the Lady Desiderata that do 
not get acted at her hands. Mr. Sothern is the 
skillful, if unimaginative, player that he usually 
is; melodious of voice and motion, with prudence 
writ over everything he does. And he smiles! 
A Sothern smile these days is as rare as ra- 
dium; but this Charlemagne in the play is some- 
what of a quizzical chap, a jolly fellow without 
a care. He is very humorous, indeed, when he 
picks up the broadsword with which his ladylove 
has just tried to kill him Love's little ar- 


row,“ says he, “ Cupid's dart,“ and hi- desire to 
have her for his own is augmented.

We are treated in the second act to fairies 
and specters who tempt Charlemagne as 
Ulysses was tempted with promises of immor- 
tality with Helen and Cleopatra and Semiramis 
as his sweethearts, but he declines the languors 
of a demi-god, and longs for Desiderata. The 
ladies who officiate as these sirens are lovely 
and graceful, but they have a most annoying 
hiss, and it is no wonder that Charlemagne 
is not seduced. It is one of the caprices of 
Desiderata that Charlemagne shall come to her 
marriage with the effeminate Ludovic, which 
welding is to be simultaneous with that of the 
Franks and the Lombardians. Thither he rides 
unarmed and debonnair, and flaunts himself im- 
pudently in the face of his brother, the king, 
boasting that Desiderata shall be his bride. 
Whereupon he is set upon; but as he chokes 
the weakling usuhper, Roland, Oliver, and their 
faithful band disguised as monks, discard their 
cowls and there is battle. This is the material 
bump in the play. It did not stir much last 
evening: frresolute stage management made it 
a fiimsy encounter. Quite a picture came of it, 
however, with much shouting and armor and 
verbal bravado, There were many rich pic- 
tures, and the crowds were well behaved.

As it stands now I imagine that “Charle- 
magne will be more etiicacious if it Is not too 
unwieldy scenically—as an item in Mr. Soth- 
ern's repertory rather than as an independent 
vehicle.

When one of the older 
boys is about to lea ve the school he is often 
given a chance to put in six months or 
more in concentrated work at his trade, 
so that he may be well advanced ia his 
apprenticeship. 
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OR the purpose of teaching quick obedi- 

ence and of giving an idea of disci- 
pline the school is organized on a military 
basis. The boys who live in each cottage 
have a military company of their own, all 
the officers being chosen from among their 
number. 
only on full dress occasions, the boys regu- 
larly wearing their own individual cloth- 
ing. Francis Barnes, who is in charge of 
the military organization, is himself « 
graduate of the Glenwood school. 

Leo A. Phillips, who has served as super- 
intendent of the school for the last five 
years, has worked from the start to put 
the boys es far as possible on the honor 
system. One of his first steps was to tear 
down the high fence about the playgrounds, 
which in the early days had been thought 
necessaty to keep the boys within bounds, 

Now the recreation field is an open 
meadow and fewer boys run away than 
formerly. The honor system is carried 
through all the work of the school. Stu- 
dents who win marks of 85 per cent or 
more in their work are awarded honor pins 
and the honor boys are given many special 
privileges in the way of visits to the cir- 
cus and other junkets. 

From the start of the school the health 
of the pupils bas been surprisingly good. 
In the last five years there have been only 
two deaths and one of them was due to an 
accident. A trained nurse is always on 
duty and there is a dental dispensary at- 
tached to the hospital, where the teeth of 
the boys are regularly loo':ed after. 
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INCE its opening more than 6,000 boys

Worked Several Years on Case. 

The postoffice department began an inves- 
tigation of the Sterling Debenture corpora- 
tion's stock boosting activities several years 
ago. ‘This investigation revealed, according 
to postoffice inspectors, the fact that the 
company had made $10,000,000 since 1910 in 
commissions for the sale of the stock of 
struggling companies. Notable among these 
was the Telepost company. 

It was assertéd the corporation sold ap- 
proximately $33,000,000 worth of stock of 
various companies. Considerable of this 
stock was of legitimate character, but the 
department declared its investigations 
showed that the corporation retained as 
eommissions from 50 to 55 per cent of the 
money derived from the sale of bogus 
stock ot the concerns alleged to be fraudu- 
lent. 

The defendants are alleged to have disposed 
of $1,200,000 worth of Oxford Linen mills 
stock and $900,000 of stock of subsidiary 
companiés. 


Told of Wonderful Secret. 

In obtaining indictments against the offi- 
cials of the corporation the postoffice in- 
spectors confined themselves to the sale of 
the stock of the Oxford Linen Milla, Ine, 
Circulars sent out by the Sterling people 
told of a wonderful secret process employed 
by the Oxford Linen mills to convert Amer 
ican flax straw into the finest of linen fiber 
within the space of a day. 

In December, 1912, the postoffice inspectors 
arrested nine men. Before the cases went 
to trial two of these—Frank B. Winchell, 
president of the Oxford Linen Mills company 
and a brother of B. L. Winchell, formerly 
president of the Rock Island system, and 
Samuel BE. Findlay, head of the correspond- 
ence department of the Sterling company, 
pleaded guilty.

The changes take effect immediately. 


Puts Duty on Wire Rods. 

Under the increase announced today wire 
rods, which heretofore have been imported 
free, are made subject to a duty of §2.25 per 
ton British preferential and $8.50 per ton 
in the intermediate and general schedules. 
The duty on wire, which is included in this 
schedule, will be refunded in case the article 
is used for fencing purposes. 

Up to the present structural steel weigh- 
ing over thirty-five pounds per yard has 
paid $2 on the preferential, $2.75 on the in- 
termediate, and $8 on the general schedules 
per ton. The increase provides that up to 
120 pounds per yard structural steel shall 
pay $4.26 preferential, 0 intermediate, and 
$7 general whenever the government ise sat- 
isfied that steel of this character ean be 
made satisfactorily in Canada. 


No Increase in Tubing Levy. 

Tubing of iron or steel up to four inches 
diameter, on which 20 per cent has beem paid 
under Britieh preferential, 80 per cent im the 
intermediate, and 35 per cent in the general 
schedules, will continue to be imported under 
this tariff, ae will aleo all tubing up to ten 
inches in diameter, on which substantial re- 
ductions were formerly made. 

Charcoal for smelting has been made free, 
while bituminous coal, on which heretofore 
a duty of 53 cents a ton had been levied, is 
made the subject of a rebate of duty when 
imported for conversion into coke for smeit- 
ing purposes. 

The offer of the Underwood tariff, now in 
force in the United States, for the free ad- 
mission of Canadian Wheat, was téfused, 
The present American tariff gives free ad mis- 
sion to the wheat and flour of any country 
that admits free of duty these articles from 
the United States. 

The duties on reapers, binders, and mowers 
are reduced from 17½ per cent to 12% per cent. 

The example of the United States has been 
followeé in forbidding the importation of 
aigrettes, ospreys, of the plumage of wild 
birds in any form. 


CUSTOMS RECEIPTS HIGHER. 
Importe through the Chicago custome 
house increased considerably last month. 
The receipts increased 10. per cent over 
March a year ago, in spite of réduoctions in 
the tariff. An increase 6f 25 per cent over 
last year’s values is considered a fair esti- 
mate by customs officials.

REBELS CLOSE IN 
ON TAMPICO: HARD 
BATTLE REPORTED 


Gen. Gonzales’ Command Said 
to Have Captured Towns Ad- 
-Jacent to the Seaport. 


CARRANZA STATES POLICY 


Constitutionalist Leader Seeks 
Friendly Relations With All 
Foreign Nations. 


CAROTHERS BACK FROM TORREON 


VERA CRUZ, April 6.—Consul Canada re- 
ceived a wireless message tonight report- 
ing heavy fighting on the outskirts of Tam- 
pico, which began yesterday and continued 
throughout today. No details are given ex- 
cept that many dead and wounded have been 
brought into the city. 

The German cruiser Dresden left here for 
Tampico this afternoon and the Mexican 
gunboat Zaragoza will proceed to that port 
with reinforcements some time during the 
night. Norman Lind, the son of John Lind, 
will go to Tampico tomorrow on board the 
Utah. 

Rebelg Take Two Towns. 

Juares, Mexico, April 6.—(Spectal.}—Re- 
ports from Brownsville received by the Con- 
stitutionalist cabinet tonight state that the 
rebels under Pablo Gonzales have succeeded 
in taking Escuela Monte and Dona Cecilia, 
three kilometers out from Tampico and that 
they have mounted two heavy guns com- 
manding the harbor. 4 

Gonzales expects to leave Matamoros to- 
morow morning to begin a campaign against 
Monterey, it was stated tonight on good 
authority in Matamoros. He will go to Ra- 
mones station, forty-nine miles east of Mon- 
terey, and it was declared that final advance 
on the city will be made from there. Ra- 
mones is garrisoned by a force of about 1,500 
men. Other forces are reported en route to 
Ramones. 


Carothers Tells of Battle. 

George C. Carothers, special representa- 
tive of the state department, who has been 
through the Torreon engagement with Gen. 
Villa, returned here tonight to assist in ne- 
gotiations looking to the welfare of the 600 
Spaniards ordered out of Torreon by the 
rebels. He brought with him the first non- 
partisan eye witness account of the battle. 

“The rebel loses,” said Mr. Carothers, 
“was 600 killed and 1,400 wounded. We 
don’t know the Federal loss accurately, ex- 
cept that Villa found in the hospitals 806 of 
their wounded.” 

Asked why Velasco, the Federal com- 
mander, evacuated the city, Mr, Carothers 
said the Federal leader's excuse wae that 
he hed run out of small arm ammunition. 

„However, he said, “when Velasco 
started burning his ammunition we could 
hear the rifle cartridges popping. I am con- 
vinced that the real reason was that Villa's 
tireless hammering wore down his men until 
they could no longer fight. They had been on 
the scantiest of rations of both food and 
water. 


CARRANZA ON FOREIGN POLICY. 

El Paso, Tex., April 6.—A carefully worded 
communication from Gen. Carranza, dealing 
with the rebel foreign policy, was made pub- 
lie today by Dr. Henry Allen Tupper of the 
International. Peace: Forum. Dr. Tupper in- 
terviewed Gen. Carranza on the subject at 
the request of Senator Morris Sheppard of 
Texas. The summary of the general's reply 
was made public with Carranza’s consent. 
The letter follows: 

I possess a deep admiration for the Amer- 
ican people and hold in great personal esteem 
President Woodrow Wilson and William 
Jennings Bryan, the secretary of state of the 
United States of America. 

A long as I am at the head of the Con- 
stitutionelist army or in any other office my 
policy will be to strive in such a way as 
to have our international obligations com- 
plied with and to have our relations with 
foreign governments become more and more 
cordial, and especially with such countries 
as have their destiny linked with the polft- 
ical, economic, and commercial interests of 
Mexico. 


Anxious to Safeguard Aliens. 

“I have repeatedly stated and now reit- 
erate that I am at all times disposed to give 
attention, for instance, to foreign representa- 
tions brought to my attention threugh the 
offices of American representatives, pro- 
vided, of course, that we are notified that 
such mediation is at the request of such 
power. 

“TI can conceive of no better evidence of 
the epirit of cordiality and friendehip which 
we bear toward the United States than our 
willingness to receive unofficial representa- 
tiens and claims made by the United States 
government in regard to all matters concern- 
ing ite citizens within the republic of Mex- 
ico. 

In this regard I must, however, call your 
attention to the fact that we eould not, with- 
out sacrificing our hard fought for prestige, 
consider representations made through the 
good offices of the United States in behalf 
of foreigners unless we be previously in- 
formed that such mediation has been re- 
quested of the United States by the interest- 
ea nation. V. CaRRANEA.”

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RAIL RATE PLEA 
AIDED BY FIGURES 


Data Collected by Commerce 
Commission Shows Serious 
Decline in Revenue. 


LAKE MONOPOLY SHOWN. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.]— 
The interstate commerce commission today 
made public figures compiled by it with ref- 
erence to the revenues and expenditures of 
railroads in the United States. These figures 
bear out in a striking manner the claims of 
the carriers recently made that they are 
confronting à serious situation. 

The figures compiled by the commission 
itself seem to indicate that the condition 
of the eastern roadsis grave. For the United 
States the statement shows that for all rall- 
roads whose annual income is more than 
$1,000,000 the following situation prevails: 

In February, 1914, total operating revenue 
amounted to $182,730,376, as against §203, 170, - 
060 for February, 1918, a loss of over §21,- 
000,000. Total operating expenses were 
$146,941,132, as against $150,802,600 for the 
same period in 1013. 

Net operating revenue for February, 1914, 
amounted to $35,798,244, as against $52,277,451 
in February, 10138. Revenue per mile was 
$908 in February, 1914, as against $1,017 in 
February, 1918. Net revenue per mile de- 
creased from $262 in February, 1918, to $178 
in February, 1914. 


Hoads Hold Lakes Monopoly. 

Proof of an absolute monopoly of package 
freight vessels of the great lakes by the 
Mutual Transit and Mutual Terminal com- 
panies, interlocking concerns, was obtained 
during the day at the lake and rail rate hear- 
ings before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

Charles M. Heald of Buffalo, president of 
the two concerns, which are controlled by 
the Erie, the New York Central, the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, and the 
Lehigh Valley railroads, on cross exami- 
nation by Rush Butler, counsel for the Chi- 
cago Aesociation of Commerce, explained 
the ‘operations by which the four railroads 
obtained the monopoly. 

These operations included various sales 
bonds by the Transit company, resulting in 
large profits for the terminal company, the 
payment in 1903 of $500,000 more than they 
were worth for six vessels owned by James 
J. Hill, and the purchase in 1907 of three 
vessels with a payment for good will from 
the Soo Line, which completed the control 
of all package freight vessels plying the 
lakes. 


Formed Monopoly About 1902. 

According to Mr. Heald the four railroads 
had independent lines on the lakes prior to 
the organization of the two companies in 
2902 or 1903. They combined in an effort to 
control the entire traffic and organized the 
Mutual Terminal company, each road taking 
one-fourth of the stock. Then the Mutual 
Transit company was organized, the stock of 
this being held by the Terminal company. 

One of the deals. disciosed today was that 
the Terminal company loaned the Transit 
company $1,000,000 in 4 per cent bonds at par. 
The latter, to realize money, sold the bonds 
around 90. The loss was charged up to oper- 
ating expenses.

The will of Byron L. Smith, late president 
of the Northern Trust company, was filed 
yesterday. The petition shows the value of 
the estate to be $5,500,000, of which $3,800,000 
is in persona! property. 

Mrs. Carrie Cornelia Smith, the widow, 
is left $800,000, the contents of the summer 
and winter homes, and the income from one- 
half the estate. 

The four sons, Solomon Albert, Walter 
Byron, Herold Cornelius, and Bruce Donald 
Smith, are given $250,000, to be divided equal- 
ly athong them, and one-half of the property. 

Various sums up to an aggregate of $100,- 
000 are to be given to long time officers and 
employés of the Northern Trust company 
and $100,500 is bequeathed to charitable mati - 
tutions. 


Half Estate in Trust Fund. 

The rest of the estate is to be held in trust 
for the five survivors during their lives. Thie, 
on the death of the widow and the last of the 
four sons, goes to the childrem of the sons, 
and, if they die without issue, the Chicago 
Homo for the Incurabies, the Chicago Orphan 
asylum, the Presbyterian hospital, and St. 
Luke’s hospital. * 

This places almost half of the estate u a 
trust fund, the principal of which cannot 
be touched by the heirs. Mr. Smith explains 
this provision by saying: 

“I wish to express to my children my pur 
pose in making the trust is not to deprive 
them of my property, but to protect them, so 
far as I am able, from misfortune and errors 
of judgment. They will understand when 
they come to be of the same age as I am 
now.“ 

The widow and four sons are made trustees 
without bond. 


Sons to Share Equally. 

Mr. Smith makes it plain in his will that 
he wants all his song to have an equal share 
in his estate. He recites that he had at 
various times given sums of money and 
amounts of stocks and bonds for permanent 
investment to his sons, and directs that the 
one who has not received as much as any 
one of the brothers shall receive an added
